PrOttiinent Eepublioann Bflirilining to 
Arrive In Chicago—Interviews. 


CHICAGO, June 14.—Prominent Kepub- 


iioaus are already arriving iu this city 
preparatory to the meeting of the Na- 
tional Convention next week. 
Among 
iose already here are Hon. B. F. Jones, of 
Pittsburgh, chairman of the National 
committee; Hon. John C. New, of Indian- 
apolis; Mnrat Halstead, of Cincinnati, 
and Chaunoey I. Pilley, of St. Louis. A 
meeting of the National committee will 
be held this morning at ten o'clock. 


Chairman Jones, when aslcecl regarding 


the correctness of a Pittsburgh dispatch 
stating that he liad in his possession a 
third letter from James G. Elaine, posi- 
tively declining the nomination under any 
conditions, said: 


"It is absolutely false, and manufac- 


tured out of whole cloth. I have had no 
communication with Mr. Blaine, nor have 
I received any letter from him since that 
dated at Florence. Since then I kuow ot 
no letter that was sent here by Mm re- 
garding tho nomination, except as I may 
liave heard or read about such a thing1. I 
can't see what object there can be in pub- 
lishing such stuff. -Mr. Blaine is not H 
candidate, and his name will not be 
brought before the Republican convention 
as such. Mr. Blaine is a sincere mau and 
a patriot. He is honest, and meant all ho 
said iu his letter. He is anxious that the 
Republican party should win. Ho is not 
double-dealing. It is not iu him to say 
one ttjing and mean another. There is 
not the first scintilla of truth in the dis- 
patch; not even the color of truth. Had I 
such a letter I would admit the fact. Mr. 
Blaine has no one that he asks the con- 
vention to favor. He feels that his friends 
have sufficient force of character to vote 
for tho best interests of the Republican 
party aud the country." 


In au interview last evening, Murat 


Halstead said in substance that the O bio 
delegation was solid for Sherman, "al- 
though," said Mr. Halstead, "there may 
be some crank, who, desirous ot making 
himsolf famous after tho fashion of 
George William Curtis, may take it into 
his head to kick out of the traces. For-

The commission 
neglected to perform the duty, and at the 
recent Presbytery in New York City Car- 
lisle's friends applied for a now commis- 
sion. Rev. Mr. Graham, of Boston, Rev. 
Mr. Somerville of New York, and Elder 
MacNeil of New York were appointed ng 
the -new board, with instructions to in- 
stall Mr. Carlisle as soon ao possible. Tha 
trouble between the two branches had in- 
creased, and finally reference was made 
to the state of affairs so frequently 
at prayer meetings that the two fac- 
tions had prayer meetings on separate 
nights. The party opposed to Carlisle is 
made up of the moneyed members, and 
they decided to start a branch church. 
They requested Mr. Carlisle to issue a call 
for u meeting of the session, at which he 
would preside.

There is 
only one way in which values can be 
maintained at an artificial or exorbitant 
figure, and that is by the combining 
of producers into "pools" or "trusts." 
As two of the largest and most avari- 
cious of these "trusts" control the pro- 
duction ot articles on which there is 
absolutely no duty—hard coal and gas- 
it can not be claimed that a protective 
tariff is responsible for their existence. Q

the Boyd Murder Trial 
—The Jury. 


Yesterday afternoon in the murder 


case of The People vs. George Boyd, in 
dieted for killing Aurelius Williams in 
Deoatui, Nov. 17, a jury was secured as 
follows: E. K. Gordon, Jacob Coon, Beit 
net Durfinger, Ed. Leach, Charles C 
Bear, D. H. Clayton, John Henebry, F 
M. Gray, W. H. Ratliff, L.C. Purdon, W, 
A. Wilson, John Dawson and placed in 
charge of Bailiffs Carter and Weiteel' 


State's Attorney Mills first presented 


James Jones, of Maroa, who testified 
that he heard Boyd say on one occasion 
when Williams was in company with a 
young lady, that if "Williams didn't look 
out he would cut his guts out." Geo F. 
UoKinley, of Moroa, testified that on the 
day before the stabbing he saw Boyd 
sharpen his knife. The testimony of 
Dan Henderson and Hurvey Goolsby told 
of the circumstances of the row near the 
Jnion Ironworks as related in these 
columns last evening, and the evidence of 
?rankP. Zinn, Oscar Knoblock, Sam 
Moan and James Cherry was of a corrob- 
erative nature. Knoblook stated that 
Williams was trying to hold Boyd back 
>reventing him from reaching Goolsby, 
when Boyd wheeled around and said: 
'You — , you can't hold me," and then 
itabbed him in the side. 


This morning William Ditzler testified 


as to the circumstances of the row as 
witnessed from the furniture factory. 
Officer Bailey told of the arreat of Boyd 
m East William street, and Sylvester 
Williams and Wm. O. Buck testified that 
he deseased was in good physical con- 
lition at the time of his death. These 
wo men measured the distance at the 
Jnion Iron Works and testified that 
Joyd and Williams were standing 107 
eet away from Goolsby and Henderson 
when the stabbing was done. 


Dr. Drury and Dr. Heil testified as to 


he fatal character ol tho wound inflicted 
iy Boyd, stating that the wound caused 
he death. 


Mrs. Williams, tho mother of tho ruur- 
lered man, was the last witness for tho 
irosecution. She testified as "to her son's 
tame and age, and that his physical con- 
lition was good. The prosecution here 
ested their case. 


THE DEFENSE. 


The defense have nbout 25 witnesses 


o testify. Mr. Lee will try to prove 
hat there was no malice in Boyd's heart 
when he struck the blow, and that if 
juilty he should be punished for man- 
laughter. He will also try to show that 
Williams died from disease, and not from 
he wound inflicted. Boyd will be put 
)n the stand to testify this evening or 
o-morrow morning,
